ARE  NBC  GUESTS  AT  BROOKLYN  COLOR  STUDIO 

Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  NBC  Executive  Vice  President ^  Greets  Group  At 
"Producers'  Showcase"  Rehearsal  of  "Darkness  at  Noon" 

Newspaper  publishers  from  all  parts  of  America  have  toured 
the  world's  largest  color  television  studio,  the  National  Broadcasting 
Company's  production  center  in  Brooklyn.  The  publishers  included 
many  whose  newspapers  own  and  operate  television  stations. 

The  newspaper  executives,  in  New  York  for  the  convention  of 
the  American  Newspaper  Publishers  Association,  were  greeted  Friday, 
April  29  by  Robert  W.  Sarnoff,  Executive  Vice  President  of  NBC.  They 
were  conducted  through  the  giant  studio,  and  witnessed  a  rehearsal 
of  "Darkness  at  Noon,"  which  was  presented  on  "Producers'  Shov/case" 
on  Monday,  May  2  (8  to  9:30  p.m.,  EDT) . 

The  studio,  dedicated  in  September,  195^  by  New  York's 
Mayor  Wagner,  was  formerly  a  Warner  Brothers  sound  stage,  and  was 
streamlined  and  equipped  at  a  cost  of  $35500,000  as  a  color  television 
production  center.  It  is  178  feet  long  and  88  feet  wide,  and  its 
height  could  accommodate  a  four-story  building.  Its  lighting  consists 
of  900  circuits  with  a  capacity  of  980,000  watts,  sufficient  to  light 
a  community  of  3>000  homes. 

Mr.  Sarnoff  pointed  out  that  this  was  the  studio  where  Mary 
Martin  flew  through  the  air  in  the  NEC  Spectaculdr  "Peter  Pan,"  which

attracted  67^000,000  viewers,  largest  audience  ever  to  witness  a 
single -network  program.  He  said  the  flying  equipment  was  still  stored 
there,  and  would  be  unpacked  for  the  repeat  performance  of  the  classic, 
scheduled  for  the  Christmas  season.

ACCORDING  TO  NIELSEN  RADIO  INDEX 

NBC  Radio  leads  all  other  networks  in  audience  rating, 
according  to  the  latest  Nielsen  Radio  Index  (for  the  two 
weeks  ending  March  26).  The  report  shows  that  on  an 
average -per -minute  rating  base  for  all  evening  sponsored 
programs,  NBC  Radio  leads  all  networks  with  a  19  per  cent 
advantage  over  its  nearest  competitor,  CBS, 

The  current  Nielsen  pocketpiece  showed  NBC  Radio  v/ith 
five  of  the  top  ten  evening  once-a-week  programs,  LUX  RADIO 
THEATRE  and  PEOPLE  ARE  FUNNY  (Toni)  ranking  first  and 
second  respectively.  NEWS  OP  THE  WORLD,  ONE  MAN'S  FAMILY, 
THE  GREAT  GILDERSLEEVE  and  FIBBER  McGEE  AND  MOLLY  held  the 
top  four  places  of  the  evening  multi-weekly  programs. 

The  report  also  disclosed  that  daytime  radio  set  usage 
for  the  6  a.m,  to  6  p.m.  period  was  3  per  cent  higher 
during  February,  1955 >  than  during  the  same  period  last 
year  while  the  6  a.m.  to  noon  radio  usage  was  up  8  per  cent 
over  the  previous  year.

LEON  PEARSON  TO  COVER  NEW  BROADWAY  PLAYS  AND  MOVIES 

AS  FEATURE  OP  NBC  RADIO'S  "MONITOR" 

*<5*  ~~  —  - - 

A  regular  feature  on  MONITOR,  the  new  NBC  weekend  radio 

service  which  will  be  introduced  with  a  one -hour  simulcast  on  Sunday, 

JuTie — ^  (4-5  p.m.,  EDT),  will  be  up-to-the-minute  reviews  of  new 

Broadway  plays  and  motion  pictures.  The  man  who  will  do  Just  that  for 

"Monitor"  listeners  is  Leon  Pearson,  veteran  NBC  "critic-at-large"  and 
newsman. 

On  weekends  after  June  12,  "Monitor"  will  provide  a  steady 
flow  of  entertainment  and  information  from  8  a.m.  Saturday  until 
Sunday  midnight,  EDT. 

Pearson,  who  Joined  NBC  in  194? j  has  been  heard  recently  on 
the  netvrork's  popular  "Biography  in  Sound"  series,  narrating  the  life 
stories  of  Ernest  Hemingway  and  Helen  Hayes.  In  1953  he  won  a  "Mike 
and  Screen  award  for  his  documentary  on  the  re -arming  of  V/estern 
Germany,  "Who  Goes  There?" 

Leon  Pearson  was  born  on  Oct.  15,  1899^  in  Evanston,  Ill. 

He  was  graduated  with  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors  from  Swarthmore  College  in 
1920  and  earned  his  master's  degree  at  Harvard  in  1922. 

For  many  years  he  helped  his  brother.  Drew  Pearson,  produce 
the  latter's  "Washington  Merry-Go-Round"  column  and  radio  broadcast. 
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Eventually,  Leon  syndicated  his  own  newspaper  column  on  Latin- 
American  affairs,  "Below  the  Rio  Grande."  This  led  him  to  create  a 
radio  program  devoted  to  events  South  of  the  border  and,  in  time,  to 
concentrate  on  broadcasting  exclusively. 

Prom  1943  to  1947 i  Pearson  was  on  the  staff  of  International 
News  Service  in  Washington  and  Europe.  After  covering  the  State 
Department  for  several  years,  he  was  transferred  to  the  INS  Paris 
bureau.  In  194?,  French  Foreign  Minister  Georges  Bldault  personally 
pinned  the  Legion  of  Honor  medal  on  Pearson  in  recognition  of  his 
"objective  reporting." 

Earlier,  Pearson  had  made  an  extensive  tour  of  major 
European  capitals:  London,  Paris,  Rome,  Berlin,  Moscow  and  Amsterdam, 
He  was  one  of  three  American  newsmen  admitted  to  the  Soviet  capital 
for  the  Big  Three  meeting  in  December,  1945.  Censorship  in  Moscow  was 
rigid,  to  say  the  least.  Pearson  dispatched  a  description  of  an 
elaborate  reception  given  by  Molotov,  hoping  the  censor  would  pass  his 
cable  that  "wine,  champagne  and  vodka  were  generously  served."  But 
no,  at  two  in  the  morning  the  censor  telephoned  Pearson  to  say  that 
two  words  must  be  deleted  --  "wine  and  champagne." 

In  the  Spring  of  194?  Pearson  covered  the  Big  Four  Foreign 
Ministers  Conference  in  Moscow.  In  1948  the  energetic  newsman  was  kept 
busy  covering  the  Italian  elections  in  Rome,  the  UN  General  Assembly 
in  Paris  and  the  Berlin  airlift.  Arriving  in  Frankfurt  at  the  start  of 
the  airlift,  Pearson  sought  a  ride  in  a  Berlin-bound  cargo  plane 
loaded  with  coal  and  potatoes.  Instead,  he  was  hustled  into  a  plane

reserved  for  VIPs.  When  Pearson  realized  what  had  happened,  he 
unstrapped  his  seat  belt  and  demanded  to  be  let  out.  "I  v/ant  the 
potatoes,"  he  said.  He  got  them  and  flev;  into  Berlin  reclining  on 
bulging  burlap  sacks. 

Pearson  returned  to  the  United  States  to  cover  the  United 
Nations  meetings  at  Lake  Success  from  1949  through  1951.  He  has, 
in  fact,  followed  the  UN  from  its  birth.

This  will  be  Marciano's  first  title  defense  since  he 
flattened  former  champion  Ezzard  Charles  in  the  eighth  round  last 
Sept,  17*  The  Brockton  strongboy  won  the  crown  on  Sept,  23 j  1952 
when  he  dumped  Jersey  Joe  Walcott  in  the  13th,  Since  then,  he  has 
defended  the  championship  against  Walcott,  Roland  LaStarza  and  twice 
against  Charles, 

The  son  of  a  shoemaker,  Marciano  was  born  on  Sept,  1,  1924, 
He  began  his  professional  boxing  career  following  a  wartime  hitch  in 
the  Army,  His  record,  one  of  the  most  brilliant  in  boxing  history, 
shows  47  consecutive  victories,  4l  by  knockout.  He  won  the  title  in 
his  43rd  fight  and  was  the  only  heavyweight  ever  to  ascend  the  throne

Cockell,  the  portly  pig-farmer  from  Sussex,  was  born  in 
Battersea,  London,  on  Sept,  22,  1928,  Though  four  years  younger  than 
Marciano,  he  has  had  many  more  fights.

36  by  knockout,  and  has  fought  one  draw.  He  won  the  British  Empire 
heavyweight  title  on  Jan,  30,  195^>  when  he  gained  a  15-round 
decision  from  Johnny  Arthur  in  Johannesburg,  South  Africa, 

Cockell  probably  will  enter  the  ring  at  210  pounds,  as 
against  Marciano’s  185,  For  all  his  beef,  the  Englishman  is  a  sharp 
boxer  and  a  good  defensive  fighter,  Marciano  is  conceded  to  be  the 
more  explosive  puncher. 

Pour  times  Marciano  and  Cockell  have  faced  common  foes:

NATIONAL  BROADCASTING  COMPANY  COMMENDED  BY  SENATOR  HENNINGS 

FOR  ITS  PROPOSALS  ON  TELEVISION  COVERAGE  OP  1956  ELECTIONS 

Chairman  of  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Privileges  and  Elections 
Cites  NBC  for  "Constructive  Suggestions  and  Proposals" 

Senator  Thomas  C.  Hennings  Jr.,  (D.-Mo.)  has  commended  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company  for  its  recent  proposals  on  television 
coverage  of  the  1956  election  campaign,  NBC's  proposals  were 
delivered  before  the  Senate  Subcommittee  on  Privileges  and  Elections, 
of  which  the  senator  is  chairman,  last  v/eek  (April  26)  by  Joseph  V. 
Heffernan,  NBC  Financial  Vice  President. 

Mr.  Heffernan  announced  at  that  time  that  NBC  was  offering 
to  make  available  for  sale  both  five -minute  and  one -minute  time 
periods  on  its  television  network  for  political  broadcasts  during  the 
1956  election  campaign.  It  also  offered  to  reserve  for  policital 
sales  blocks  of  regular  commercial  time,  normally  half-hours,  in  the 
Pall  of  1956. 

Immediately  after  Mr,  Heffernan 's  proposals  were  put  into 
the  record.  Senator  Hennings  commended  NBC  for  making  positive 
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proposals.  He  said  in  part:  "I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  excellent 
statement  and  also  to  commend  NBC  and  you  for  having  taken  the 
interest  that  you  have  in  several  matters...!  am  greatly  heartened  to 
know  that  your  great  company  has  come  forward  now  with  a  constructive 
suggestion  and  proposal  which  you  are  ready  and  willing  to  put  into 
effect  to  help  in  the  solution  of  this  problem, irrespective  of  what 
other  solutions  may  be  agreed  upon  or  suggested  or  contemplated."

John  Cameron  Swayze  is  the  latest  personality  to  join  the 
list  of  top  names  scheduled  to  serve  as  communicators  on  MONITOR,  the 
new  NBC  weekend  radio  service  which  will  be  introduced  with  a  one -hour 
simulcast  on  the  NBC  Radio  and  TV  Network,  Sunday,  June  12  (4-5  p.m,, 
EDT) . 

Swayze  joins  a  distinguished  group  that  already  Includes  Jane 
and  Goodman  Ace,  Clifton  Fadiman  and  Red  Barber  on  "Monitor,"  which  on 
subsequent  weekends  will  be  heard  on  NBC  Radio  from  8  a.m,  Saturday 
until  Sunday  midnight,  EDT. 

Swayze  began  his  notable  career  back  in  1930,  when,  as  a  cub 
reporter  in  Kansas  City,  he  took  on  the  added  assignment  that  nobody 
wanted  --  reporting  news  bulletins  on  the  air.  In  contrast  to  this 
uncertain  beginning,  he  now  reaches  an  audience  of  55/000,000  or  more 
on  NBC-TV's  top-rated  "News  Caravan."  He  has  more  than  25  av/ards  and 
citations  to  his  credit. 

Swayze  was  born  in  Wichita,  Kan.,  in  1906.  As  a  youth  he 
wanted  to  become  an  actor  and,  encouraged  by  his  mother,  took 
elocution  lessons.  Later,  after  attending  the  University  of  Kansas,  he 
set  out  to  crash  Broadway  but  --  this  being  1929  --  he  became  a  victim 
of  the  stock  market  crash  Instead,  The  theatre  was  dead,

He  returned  to  Kansas  City  and  landed  a  Job  on  the  old 
Kansas  City  Journal-Post.  Shortly  after  this  he  received  what  he  then 
did  not  realize  was  the  biggest  break  of  his  life.  The  paper  made  a 
tie-in  with  a  local  radio  station,  KMBC,  to  broadcast  its  news 
bulletins.  The  city  editor  offered  Swayze  the  extra  Job,  which  meant 
an  added  five  dollars  a  week.  In  time,  "This  is  John  Cameron  Swayze 
bringing  you  the  news"  became  a  familiar  part  of  the  Kansas  City  radio 
scene . 

In  1940,  Swayze  left  the  paper  to  Join  KMBC  full  time.  Four 
years  later  he  moved  to  Hollywood  to  become  director  of  news  and 
special  events  for  NEC's  Western  Division.  In  May  of  19^7  he  was 
called  to  New  York  to  handle  a  news  roundup  for  the  network.  He  also 
became  "anchor  man"  on  the  panel  quiz  program,  "Who  Said  That?"  and 
amazed  both  audiences  and  associates  with  his  "photographic  mind."  In 
1948,  Swayze  did  such  an  able  Job  of  covering  the  Philadelphia 
political  conventions  for  NBC -TV  that  he  was  Installed  as  commentator 
on  the  network's  "News  Caravan"  and  has  been  "hop-scotching  the 
world  for  headlines"  ever  since, 

Swayze  is  married  to  the  former  Beulah  Mae  Estes  —  nicknamed 
"Tuffie."  They  live  in  Greenwich,  Conn.,  have  a  20-year-old  son,  a 
16-year-old  daughter  and  a  19-foot  sailboat  named  the  Jayhawk  —  after 
Kansas ,

The  National  Broadcasting  Company  has  started  a  nationwide 
search  to  uncover. promising  new  comedy  writers  for  the  future, 
Richard  A.R.  Pinkham,  NBC  Vice  President  in  charge  of  Television 
Network  Programs,  announced  today. 

The  most  promising  young  writers  will  be  brought  on  salary 
to  New  York  or  Hollywood,  Mr.  Pinkham  said,  and  will  be  attached  to 
the  writing  staffs  of  leading  NBC  comedians  for  a  period  of  training 
and  apprenticeship.

As  outlined  by  Mr.  Hole,  the  search  for  new  comedy  writers 
will  reach  out  literally  into  every  corner  of  the  land,  notably  into 
colleges,  universities  and  little  theatres,  NBC  Television  and  Radio 
affiliated  stations  are  being  asked  to  help,  search  and  recommend. 

"The  search  for  promising  young  --  or  old  --  comedy  writers 
is  the  first  and  most  critical  phase  of  the  new  multi-million  dollar 
project,"  Mr,  Hole  said,  "It  stems  fi’om  the  fact  that  TV  burns  out 
comedy  material  so  enormously  fast,  and  the  fact  that  lt*s  so  hard  to 
find  and  develop  new  comedy  writers.  It's  not  the  faults  of  Comics  Y 
and  Z  that  they  didn't  do  as  well  this  year  as  last.  We  think  it's 
our  fault  that  we  didn't  have  a  plan  like  this  working," 

Cooperation  of  the  NBC  comics  themselves  has  been  enlisted, 
Mr.  Hole  said,  and  they  are  "tremendously  excited"  about  the  idea  of 
comedy  writing  pool  in  active  training. 

The  plan  works  like  this: 

(1)  NBC  is  enlisting  the  help  of  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities  (especially  the  heads  of  writing,  drama  and  Journal¬ 
ism  departments),  little  theatres,  drama  schools  and  NBC 
affiliated  TV  and  Radio  stations,  in  an  effort  to  find  comedy 
writers . 

(2)  NBC  will  request  biographies  from  the  aspirants, 
eliminate  some,  invite  sample  material  from  the  remainder, 

("Pick  a  comic  you  think  you  can  be  most  comfortable  with 
and  write  a  piece,"  they'll  be  told,) 

(3)  The  best  material  will  go  to  the  NBC  "Comedy 
Creative  Committee"  that  will  give  the  writers  of  real 
promise  further  assignments  involving  specific  comics.  This

batch  will  be  shovm  to  the  Individual  comics  themselves  for 
further  evaluation.  NBC  will  commission  pieces  for  specific 
comics , 

(4)  Finalists  will  be  brought  on  salary  to  New  York 
or  Hollywood,  where  they  will  have  ample  chance  to  practice 
their  craft  and  observe  NBC-TV  comedy  programs  in  production. 

(5)  At  this  stage,  the  writers  will  have  the  advice 
and  counsel  of  top  American  comedy  writers.  Many  of  the 
comics  themselves  will  be  on  hand  to  take  a  joke  apart,  show 
what  it  was  when  they  got  it,  and  what  they  did  with  it  to 
make  it  funny,  (’’It  will  give  the  aspirants  an  awareness  of 
timing  and  what  makes  the  comic  an  artist,"  Mr,  Hole  said.) 

Although  it  is  not  expected  that  broadcastable  material  will 
be  forthcoming  immediately,  when  and  as  it  is,  the  comic  and  his 
producer  will  be  given  the  chance  to  take  the  promising  writer  on  the 
show  and  pay  him  as  a  professional. 

The  new  quest  for  comedy  writers  is  an  expression  of  the 
same  view  that  led  to  the  recent  establishment  of  an  RCA-NBC 
scholarship  and  fellowship  program  to  help  perpetuate  high  standards 
in  radio  and  television  drama.  The  drama  schools  of  Yale  University, 
Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,  and  Iowa  State  University  will  share 
in  the  grants,  aimed  at  helping  to  replenish  the  fund  of  talent  from 
which  the  network  constantly  draws  for  its  many  dramatic  productions.

If  there  is  one  man  in  the  world  who  knows,  for  example,  the 
reaction  of  a  waitress  who  has  been  asked  to  bring  a  sandwich  and  a 
half,  it  is  Allen  Punt,  whose  candid  interviews  with  various 
unsuspecting  souls  will  be  a  regular  feature  on  MONITOR,  the  new  NBC 
weekend  radio  service  to  be  introduced  with  a  one -hour  simulcast 
Sunday,  June  12  (4-5  p.m.,  EDT) . 

The  irrepressible  Punt's  "Monitor  Candid  Mike"  will  roam 
about,  confronting  baffled  individuals  with  zany  problems  they  never 
dreamed  existed.  Naturally,  they  have  no  idea  that  their  confusion 
over  one  of  Allen's  carefully  planned  traps  is  being  recorded. 

The  adjective  most  often  associated  with  Allen  Punt  is 
"disarming."  It  has  been  said  that  he  can  disarm  an  ill-tempered 
octopus.  He  carries  his  hilarious  interviews  to  unbelievable  lengths 
largely  because  he  both  looks  and  sounds  strictly  average. 

"My  character  on  all  this,"  he  explains,  "is  a  completely 
personality-less  guy  who  represents  the  voice  of  the  average  man. 

No  polish  to  his  speech,  no  poise  --  just  enough  to  get  the  thing  done. 
I've  got  to  be  Joe  Blow,  and  it  happens  to  be  me.  I  don't  have  to 
deliver. " 


(more ) 
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Punt  emphasizes  that  his  purpose  is  not  to  embarrass 
people.  While  he  may  catch  them  off-guard,  he  strives  to  etch  them 
as  they  are  --  human,  workaday  beings,  often  battling  with 
insignificant  crises.  He  achieves  his  aim  by  placing  his  people  in  a 
minor  but  unusual  situation.  He  queries  them,  gossips,  laughs, 
feigns  befuddlement ,  and  records  their  reactions. 

More  often  than  not,  he  seems  more  embroiled  than  his 
subjects.  Picture  the  deliveryman  to  whom  Punt  gave  the  task  of 
removing  a  trunk  containing  a  live  man,  or  the  locksmith  assigned  to 
release  the  secretary  who  had  been  chained  to  her  desk  by  her  "boss.” 

The  mechanics  by  which  Punt  arranges  his  interviews  are  not 
complicated.  Hiding  places  for  the  microphone  are  not  hard  to  find. 
Prequently,  it  is  placed  in  a  tissue  box  within  Inches  of  the  subject. 
Occasionally,  Punt  will  disguise  it  as  a  hearing  aid.  It  has  been 
hidden  in  a  lamp,  a  telephone,  a  wristwatch  and  a  bottle. 

The  only  undisguised  item  in  the  works  is  Punt  himself. 
"You’d  think  people  would  recognize  me  by  this  time,"  he  says,  "but  so 
far,  I’ve  had  pretty  good  luck  as  an  actor  —  I  hope."

VAL  PETER30N,  CIVIL  DEFENSE  HEAD,  LAUDS  AMERICA'S  TV  INDUSTRY 
FOR  VITAL  PUBLIC  SERVICE  RENDERED  BY  A-BOMB  TEST  COVERAGE 

America's  television  industry  was  lauded  yesterday  (May  9) 
by  Val  Peterson,  head  of  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration, 
for  the  vital  public  service  it  rendered  in  putting  into  the  nation's 
living  rooms  the  picture  and  story  of  the  Atomic  Civil  Defense 
exercise  at  Yucca  Flat,  Nev, 

NBC  transmitted  the  tremendous  story  of  Survival  City, 
in  a  pooled  operation  with  CBS,  to  millions  of  home  set  owners  from 
coast  to  coast.  Coverage  included  not  only  the  actual  blast  in  all 
its  enormity  during  the  pre-dawn  hours  of  last  Thursday,  but  also 
the  extensive  pre-blast  preparations  as  well  as  the  graphic  follow-up 
survey  of  the  bomb's  destructive  night. 

It  was  upon  his  return  to  Las  Vegas  after  inspecting  this 
post-explosion  destruction  of  Survival  City  at  Yucca  Flat,  that 
Governor  Peterson  issued  this  congratulatory  statement: 

"The  American  television  industry  has  provided  a  tremendous 
service  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  all  of  North 
America, 

"While  the  American  people  have  been  privileged  to  see

Atomic  explosions  previously  on  their  TV  sets,  this  time  the  industry 
gave  the  nation  a  lesson  in  survival  in  the  atomic  age, 

"Through  television,  we  follow  the  entire  sequence  of 
construction  of  the  model  city  with  its  facilities,  the  explosion 
itself,  and  then  at  first  hand  the  effects  of  an  atomic  explosion 
and  some  of  the  things  we  could  do  to  protect  ourselves, 

"Those  who  saw  on  their  television  sets  the  shelters 
tested,  both  those  on  the  ground  close  to  the  explosion  and  those 
in  the  houses  destroyed  and  damaged,  saw  that  shelters  can  save 
one’s  life, 

"Civil  Defense  has  two  tools  to  work  with.  One  is  space, 
which  simply  means  putting  distance  between  oneself  and  the 
explosion.  The  other  is  shelter.  By  using  these  two  tools 
properly,  we  can  live  through  a  nuclear  attack,"

The  name  of  Prank  Blair,  one  of  NBC's  busiest  nev;s 
commentators,  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  communicators  who  will 
preside  over  four-hour  segments  of  MONITOR,  the  new  NBC  weekend  radio 
service  which  will  be  introduced  with  a  one -hour  simulcast  on  Sunday, 
June  12  (4-5  p.m.,  EDT).  On  subsequent  weekends,  "Monitor"  will  be 
heard  from  8  a.m.  Saturday  until  Sunday  midnight  EDT  on  the  NBC  Radio 
networ’k. 

Prank,  whose  handsome  visage  and  dulcet  tones  are  familiar 
to  early-morning  viewers  of  NBC -TV's  "Today"  show,  is  only  39  years 
old  but  is  a  veteran  of  20  years  of  broadcasting. 

In  addition  to  being  at  the  top  of  his  profession,  he  has 
one  other  claim  to  fame  —  he's  the  father  of  seven  good-looking 
kids.  In  the  order  of  their  arrivals  in  the  Blair  household,  they 
are  Prank  III,  19;  John,  17;  Tom,  15;  Mary,  8;  Theresa,  5j  Paul,  4;

Prank  met  and  married  his  wife  in  1935>  the  same  year  he 
got  his  start  in  radio.  Born  May  30,  1915,  in  Yemassee,  S.C.,  he 
dropped  his  pre-med  courses  at  Charleston  College  to  join  a 
professional  stock  company  touring  the  South,  His  first  chore  was 
that  of  directing  a  play  which  starred  an  l8-year-old  girl  named 
Lillian  Stoddard,  Three  months  later,  they  were  married. 

That  same  year  Blair  landed  a  Job  as  a  newscaster  on  a 
Charleston  station,  later  transferring  to  a  station  in  Columbia,  He 
then  joined  WPBC  in  Greenville  and  became  program  director.  He  rates 
as  his  biggest  story  during  those  years  the  execution  of  Bruno 
Hauptmann.  Alone  at  the  station  and  waiting  for  the  final  word,  he 
filled  in  a  40-minute  delay  betvueen  the  actual  execution  and  its 
announcement  with  a  lengthy,  detailed  review  of  the  Lindbergh 
kidnapping. 

In  1937,  Blair  moved  on  to  Washington  with  WOL  and  the 
Mutual  network  as  head  of  news  and  special  events.  He  was  a 
substitute  commentator  for  Fulton  Lewis  and  also  produced  and 
directed  Theodore  Granik's  programs  on  that  network.  In  addition,  he 
covered  the  White  House. 

Prank  entered  the  Navy  in  1942,  serving  Initially  as  a 
flight  instructor  and  later  as  a  transport  pilot  flying  men  and  war 
material  across  the  Pacific.

AND  AIDE  IN  SEARCH  FOR  NEW  TALENT 

Ted  Danielewski  has  joined  the  NBC-TV  Program  Department  as  a 
director  and  an  aide  in  activating  the  search  for  new  talent,  notably 
dramatic  and  comedy  personalities,  Richard  A.R,  Pinkham,  Vice  President 
of  the  NBC  Television  Program  Department,  announced  today.  Mr. 
Danielewski  will  work  directly  under  Leonard  Hole,  Director  of  NBC 
Program  Development. 

Mr,  Danielewski,  who  was  with  NBC  Television  from  1951  to 
1953,  won  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  Tele\ision  Fellowship,  and  for 
nine  months  worked  under  this  fellowship  at  TV  Station  WAAM,  Baltimore, 
Inhere  he  produced  a  series  of  shows  as  a  practical  demonstration  of  a 
new  TV  direction  method.

Singularly  well  suited  for  the  assignment  of  presiding  over 
a  four-hour  block  of  entertainment  and  information  on  MONITOR,  lIBC’s 
new  weekend  radio  service,  is  Walter  Kiernan,  a  veteran  reporter  and 
radio-TV  personality,

A  vice  president  of 
the  Catholic  Actors  Guild,  he  also  is  a  former  president  of  the  Circus 
Saints  and  Sinners  Club  and  a  member  of  the  governing  board  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Television  and  Radio  Artists.

The  transfer  of  the  operations  of  the  NBC  Enterprises 
licensing  division  to  Kagran  Corporation  was  announced  today  by 
J.M.  Clifford,  Administrative  Vice  President  of  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  and  President  of  Kagran.  Kagran  Corporation  was 
acquired  by  NBC  in  February  of  this  year. 

Mr.  Clifford  will  remain  as  President  of  Kagran,  with 
Edward  L.  Justin  as  Operating  Vice  President.  Sydney  Rubin,  who  has 
been  Manager  of  Licensing  for  NBC,  will  Join  Kagran. 

In  addition  to  licensing  "Hov/dy  Doody,"  "Gabby  Hayes," 
"Sparky"  the  fire  prevention  dog  and  other  properties,  Kagran  nov/ 
will  be  in  charge  of  licensing  all  other  NBC -owned  properties, 
including  "J.  Fred  Muggs,"  "Pinky  Lee,"  "Today,"  "Home,"  "Tonight" 
and  "Victory  at  Sea." 

Commenting  on  the  change,  Mr.  Clifford  said:  "The 
transfer  of  the  operations  of  our  NBC  Enterprises  to  Kagran  and  the 
recent  acquisition  of  Kagran  by  NBC  represent  a  logical  extension  of 
NBC’s  leadership  and  success  in  licensing  and  exploitation.  With  the 
consolidation  of  these  activities  in  one  operating  unit,  we  look 

(more ) 
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forward  to  even  more  effective  and  successful  development  in  this  new 
dimension  of  broadcasting  activities." 

Kagran  also  owns  the  Canadian  rights  for  "Howdy  Doody," 
which  is  telecast  by  24  Canadian  stations,  and  is  negotiating  with  the 
Independent  Television  Authority  in  England  with  the  view  of 
presenting  the  show  there  in  the  Pall.  In  addition,  it  owns  a  series 
of  films  of  the  program  produced  in  the  Spanish  language  and  entitled 
"Jaudl  Dudi."

In  compliance  with  many  requests  received  from  builders, 
NBC-TV's  HOME  will  extend  throughout  the  Summer  months  its  project 
•known  as  "The  House  That  'Horae'  Built," 

A  program  feature,  presented  in  cooperation  with  the 
National  Association  of  Home  Builders,  "The  House  That  'Home'  Built" 
is  a  plan  whereby  model  homes  are  being  constructed  by  local  builders 
in  various  cities  and  towns  across  the  nation.  The  house  has  been 
designed  by  California  architects  Jones  and  Emmons  and  is  based  on 
research  findings  of  the  NAHB  and  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 

The  initial  plan  called  for  all  houses  to  be  completed  and 
open  to  the  public  on  June  4,  19!35.  However,  since  its  inception 
several  months  ago,  additional  builders  have  expressed  the  wish  to 
participate  in  "The  House  That  'Home'  Built"  but  were  unable  to  com¬ 
plete  construction  by  this  date.

HENRY  FONDA  RECALLS  A  LUCKY  WALK  AS  HE  REHEARSES 
FOR  CO-STARRING  ROLE  IN  COLORCAST  OF 
‘THE  PETRIFIED  FOREST*  MAY  30 


When  Henry  Fonda  was  filmed  walking  down  a  stretch  of 
lonely  road,  for  a  sequence  to  be  interpolated  into  the  live  action 
colorcast  of  "The  Petrified  Forest"  on  PRODUCERS*  SHOWCASE  Monday, 

May  30  (NBC-TV,  8-9;30  p.m,,  EDT),  he  was  reminded  of  a  similar 
scene  he  made  in  the  late  1930s,  The  picture  was  John  Steinbeck* s 
"The  Grapes  of  Wrath,"  and  it  opened  with  Fonda  leaving  a  truck  ride 
he  had  hitch-hiked  and  walking  down  a  lonely  road, 

"I  hadn*t  thought  of  it  till  now,"  said  Fonda,  who  will 
co-star  with  Humphrey  Bogart  and  Lauren  Bacall  in  the  telecast  of 
Robert  E,  Sherwood *s  play,  "but  that  opening  scene  was  lucky  for  me. 

I  hope  I  do  as  well  in  this," 

As  a  stage,  screen  and  TV  actor,  Henry  Fonda  has  been  doing 
very  well.  Indeed,  ever  since  actress  June  Walker  "discovered"  him 
in  a  Summer  stock  company  and  selected  him  as  her  leading  man  for  the 
Broadway  premiere  of  "The  Farmer  Takes  a  Wife."  An  overnight  hit, 
Fonda  made  his  screen  debut  in  1935  in  the  film  version  of  this  same 
vehicle,  this  time  with  Janet  Gaynor  as  his  vis-a-vis. 

Many  screen  successes  followed,  establishing  Fonda  as  a 
front-rank  star  whose  popularity  has  never  dimmed.  Among  his  45 
films  are  "The  Trail  of  the  Lonesome  Pine,"  "The  Moon’s  Our  Home," 

(more) 
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’’Jezebel,”  "Jesse  Janies,”  ’’Blockade,”  "The  Ox-Bow  Incident,”  "Young 
Mr.  Lincoln,"  "The  Male  Animal,"  "My  Darling  Clementine,"  "The  Lady 
Eve,"  "The  Immortal  Sergeant"  and  the  forthcoming  "Mr,  Roberts." 

In  19^8,  Fonda  quit  films  temporarily  for  a  most  lucrative 
Broadway  run  of  almost  three  years  in  "Mr,  Roberts,"  followed  by  a 
year's  tour  in  this  immensely  successful  play,  Broadway  and  the 
hinterlands  also  praised  his  performance  in  "Point  of  No  Return"  for 
two  seasons.  In  June,  195^,  the  star  brought  the  touring  company  of 
"The  Caine  Mutiny  Court  Martial"  to  New  York,  to  gain  new  laurels. 

Fonda  was  born  in  Grand  Island,  Nebraska,  on  May  l6,  1905. 

He  was  raised  and  attended  schools  in  Omaha,  where  he  made  an 
outstanding  record  in  scholarship  and  athletics.  He  enrolled  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota  with  a  Journalism  career  in  mind,  earning 
tuition  by  teaching  physical  training  in  a  Minneapolis  settlement 
house.  Subsequently  unable  to  find  newspaper  work,  Fonda  worked  at 
such  varied  Jobs  as  telephone  lineman,  garage  mechanic.  Iceman  and 
window  washer,  before  a  chance  visit  to  a  new  Omaha  enterprise,  the 
Community  Playhouse,  changed  the  whole  course  of  his  life.  Joining 
the  troupe  at  the  suggestion  of  friends,  Fonda  felt  so  at  home  as 
part-time  actor,  set  designer  and  technician  that  he  became  one  of  the 
theatre's  leaders  within  three  years,  and  decided  on  acting  as  a 
career. 

Inevitably  heading  East,  Fonda  added  to  his  experience  with 
Summer  stock  engagements  in  Dennis  and  Falmouth,  Mass,,  as  well  as 
seasons  in  Washington,  D.C,,  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  A  notable 
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acting  company  which  he  helped  found,  the  University  Players,  had 
among  Its  potential  theatrical  "greats"  such  eager  beginners  as 
Margaret  Sullavan,  Kent  Smith,  Bretalgne  Wlndust,  Myron  McCormick, 
Joshua  Logan,  James  Stewart,  Norris  Houghton  and  Mildred  Natwlck. 

Fonda's  first  professional  engagement  In  New  York  was  a 
extra  and  general  understudy  for  the  Theatre  Guild,  It  was  not  until 
the  production  of  the  smart  revue,  "New  Paces,"  that  his  name  first 
appeared  In  a  Broadway  playbill.  Later  on,  Fonda  acted  In  a  "straw 
hat"  revival  of  "The  Swan,"  starring  Geoffrey  Kerr.  The  latter’s 
then  wife,  June  Walker,  spotted  him  In  the  company  and  knew  he  would 
make  an  Ideal  leading  man  for  her  next  show,  "The  Farmer  Takes  a 
Wife,"  The  rest  Is  dramatic  history,  compounded  mostly  of 
considerable  talent,  diligence  and  luck.

BEN  GRAUER  TO  BE  COMMUNICATOR  AND  REPORTER -AT -LARGE 
ON  NBC  RADIO  NETWORK'S  "MONITOR" 


A  man  who  really  gets  around,  NBC's  versatile  Ben  Grauer, 
will  be  heard  both  as  a  communicator  and  as  a  reporter-at-large  on 
MONITOR,  the  network's  new  weekend  radio  service  which  will  be  intro¬ 
duced  with  a  one -hour  simulcast  on  Sunday,  June  12  (4-5  p.m.,  EDT)  and 
will  be  heard  on  subsequent  weekends  from  8  a.m.  Saturday  until  Sunday 
midnight,  EDT, 

The  ubiquitous  Ben,  who  has  broadcast  at  least  once  a  day 
for  almost  25  years,  is  a  special  events  reporter,  sports  commentator, 
panel  moderator,  emcee  and  quizmaster.  Two  years  ago,  there  was  a 
week  in  which  Grauer  broadcast  the  National  Open  golf  tournament, 
narrated  Prokofiev's  "Peter  and  the  Wolf"  with  the  NBC  Symphony, 
exchanged  words  with  Howdy  Doody  and  covered  a  United  Nations  Security 
Council  meeting.  This  is  Just  a  sample  of  the  diversified  chores  Ben 
has  been  doing  on  the  air  for  years. 

Grauer,  whose  voice  has  been  called  "the  most  authoritative 
in  the  world"  by  the  National  Academy  of  Vocal  Arts  (despite  the  fact 
that  he  nearly  flunked  a  public  speaking  course  at  City  College  in 
New  York),  was  born  in  Staten  Island,  N.Y.,  on  June  2,  1908.  At  the 
age  of  eight,  he  broke  into  showbusiness  as  a  movie  extra.  His 

(more ) 
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performance  earned  him  a  regular  contract  and  appearances  with  Theda 
Bara  and  Madge  Evans,  as  well  as  the  role  of  Georgie  in  "Penrod."  He 
also  appeared  on  the  Broadway  stage  as  a  child  actor  in  several 
productions , 

One  afternoon  in  1930,  the  year  of  his  graduation  from 
City  College,  Ben  walked  into  the  NBC  studios  for  a  dramatic  audition. 
Two  hours  later  he  walked  out  with  an  announcer's  contract,  Since 
then  he  has  won  a  reputation  as  the  man  who  was  there  when  it 
happened . 

He  was  the  first  radio  emcee  to  hand  out  money  on  the  "Pot 
o' Gold"  show.  He  handled  the  commentary  on  NBC -TV's  first  special 
event,  the  opening  of  the  New  York  World's  fair  in  1939.  He  did  the 
first  plane -to -ground  television  show  in  19^9.  He  was  visiting  Israel 
when  Count  Folke  Bernadotte  was  assassinated  and  was  the  first  to 
broadcast  the  news.  When  the  Morro  Castle  went  down,  Grauer  inter¬ 
viewed  the  first  survivor  ashore. 

And  during  a  diving  equipment  demonstration  at  Jones  Beach, 
N.Y,,  radio  listeners  heard  a  familiar  voice  in  the  diving  suit  gurgle, 
"Ease  up  on  the  line."  It  was  Grauer,  in  danger  of  being  throttled  to 
death  by  a  fouled  safety  line. 

Ben  also  reported  the  Lindbergh  kidnaping,  the  Hauptmann 
trial,  the  maiden  flight  of  the  dirigible  Akron,  the  opening  of  the 
Radio  City  Music  Hall.  In  the  sports  world,  he  described  the 
Poughkeepsie  regatta,  the  National  tennis  championships,  the  America 
Cup  sailing  races  and  several  heavyweight  title  fights.  In  addition, 
he  was  the  announcer  on  Walter  Winchell's  newscasts  from  1932  to  19^8, 
one  of  the  longest  associations  of  an  announcer  with  a  program  on 


record. 
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Last  year,  Ben  was  narrator  on  three  NBC  programs  which  this 
April  received  Ohio  State  awards.  They  were  "Combat  Television," 
which  originated  from  Port  Meade,  Md.j  NBC -TV's  "March  of  Medicine"; 
and  an  NBC  Radio  "Biography  in  Sound"  entitled  "His  Finest  Hour  -- 
Wins  t on  Chur chi 11." 

Grauer  last  Fall  was  married  to  Melanie  Kahane,  an  interior 
decorator.  He  is  a  bibliophile  with  a  collection  of  3/500  books  in 
his  Manhattan  apartment,  an  amateur  archaeologist,  an  ardent  rhumba 
dancer  and  a  gourmet . 

His  favorite  fan  letter  came  from  a  woman  in  the  Midwest  who 
wrote:  "Dear  Mr,  Grauer:  You  talk  too  much  on  the  air.  Don't  bother 
to  answer  this.  Just  shut  up," 

There's  not  much  chance  of  that,  Ben  is  still  working  at

RESULTS  OP  NEC'S  TWO-YEAR  BEFORE -AND -AFTER  STUDY  OP 
TELEVISION'S  IMPACT,  "STRANGERS  INTO  CUSTOMERS,"  ANNOUNCED 

After  a  home  gets  television,  TV  becomes  the  chief 
fountainhead  of  advertising  impressions  and  the  principal  communi¬ 
cations  vehicle  between  the  advertiser  and  the  consumer.  After  TV, 
people  buy  the  brands  they've  seen  on  television  and  fewer  buy  those 
not  seen  on  TV, 

The  dealer  is  more  Inclined  to  stock  TV  brands,  and  says 
that  TV  moves  goods  better. 

Set  buyers  spend  almost  as  much  time  with  television  as 
they  formerly  devoted  to  all  other  media  combined. 

These  are  the  highlights  of  a  pioneering  research  project 
depicting  television's  impact  on  American  viewers,  the  results  of 
which  were  announced  at  a  press  conference  in  New  York  today  (May  24) 
by  Hugh  M,  Beville  Jr,,  Director  of  Research  and  Planning  for  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company,  Almost  two  years  in  the  making,  the 
study  was  completed  by  NBC  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $250,000, 

A  special  film  depicting  television's  sociological  effects, 
as  revealed  in  the  study,  will  be  presented  on  the  May  29  telecast 
of  NBC-TV's  news  series,  "Background"  (Sundays,  4-4:30  p,m,,  EDT), 

(more) 
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Known  as  "Strangers  Into  Customers,"  the  study  is  a  multi¬ 
faceted  story  which  demonstrates  television’s  force  as  an  advertising 
medium  in  all  areas  of  Impact,  both  psychologically  and  buying-wise. 

The  largest  research  project  ever  undertaken  by  NBC, 
"Strangers  Into  Customers"  was  devised  to  determine  what  people  did 
before  TV,  how  they  spent  their  time,  how  they  reacted  to  brand 
names,  ideas  and  products  —  and  what  they  did  after  TV.  Fort  Wayne, 
Ind,,  was  selected  as  the  market  to  serve  as  the  laboratory  for  the 
project.  The  results  help  reach  a  full  understanding  of  TV's 
compelling  power,  give  evidence  that  it  sells,  and  provide  a  source 
which  can  be  harnessed  for  the  solution  of  sales  problems. 

The  entire  project  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  Thomas  E.  Coffin,  Manager  of  Research  for  NBC*  W.R,  Simmons  and 
Associates,  Inc,,  conducted  the  field  research. 

As  presented  by  Mr.  Beville  and  Dr,  Coffin,  the  highlights 
of  the  survey  are: 

1  —  After  getting  TV,  people  increased  their  total 
exposure  to  all  advertising  media  by  4l  per  cent,  TV  gains 
the  lion's  share  of  people's  time.  Set  buyers  watched 
television  for  a  total  of  173  minutes  per  day  compared  to 
94  minutes  for  newspapers,  magazines  and  radio  combined. 

2  —  After  getting  TV,  set  buyers  became  more  conscious 
of  advertising.  Television  accounted  for  7  out  of  10 
advertising  impressions  people  absorbed.  Television  became 
a  greater  advertising  source  than  newspapers,  magazines  and 
radio  combined  were  before  the  family  acquired  its  set.

TV  advertising  tops  all  other  media  in  causing  the  dealer 
to  give  a  brand  more  shelf  space  and  special  displays.  On 
"doing  the  best  Job  of  moving  goods  in  your  store,"  dealers 
favored  TV  over  newspapers  almost  3  to  1,  magazines  almost

"Though  the  specifics  of  'Strangers  Into  Customers* 
naturally  treat  of  our  own  medium,  television,  the  study  demonstrates 
the  value  of  all  advertising,  and  is  not  primarily  a  competitive 
pitch,  either  between  media  or  between  networks,"  Mr,  Bevllle  said. 
"This  research  shows  advertising's  over-all  role  in  demand-creation. 
We  believe  the  study  will  be  of  invaluable  use  to  the  entire 
Industry,  from  the  chairman  of  the  board  to  the  local  retailer," 

NBC  has  led  in  a  number  of  studies  pointing  up  to  the 
advertising  world  the  value  of  TV  and  radio,  such  as  "The  Hofstra 
Study"  (1950),  "Television  Today"  (1951) i  "Measuring  Radio's  Sales 
Power"  (1952)  and  "Why  Sales  Come  in  Curves"  (1953). 

The  network  researched  key  advertising  people  in  the  Spring 

of  1953  to  discover  what  aspect  of  television  they  would  like  most  to 

see  investigated.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  the  best  way  to 

demonstrate  TV  was  to  do  a  before -and-af ter  study,  taking  the  same 

persons  and  revealing  their  attitudes  and  behavior  patterns  before 

and  after  owning  television  sets,

A  typical  medium  sized  Midwestern  American  city.  Port  Wayne 
was  selected  as  the  test  market  because  It  Is  far  enough  away  from 
other  metropolitan  areas  to  be  self-contained  and  was  one  of  the  few 
major  markets  still  without  television  In  1953 • 

NBC  then  engaged  Simmons  to  conduct  the  series  of  surveys 
which  comprise  the  project.  Weeks  before  the  first  test  pattern  was 

i 

telecast,  the  Simmons  Investigators  were  on  the  Job.  They  started 
the  "before  TV"  Interviewing  In  October,  1953  —  more  than  a  month 
before  WKJG-TV  went  on  the  air.  Six  months  later,  the  interviewers 
returned  for  the  "after  TV"  interviewing. 

In  the  "before  TV"  interviewing  better  than  one  out  of  six 
homes  in  the  market  were  called  upon  —  7^500  households,  selected 
through  a  probability  sample  of  the  highest  quality.  When  the 
interviewers  returned  to  Port  Wayne  in  April,  195^ ^  they  were 
successful  in  re -interviewing  9  out  of  10  persons  they  had  questioned 
earlier,  yielding  nearly  15,000  total  interviews.  Only  those  who 
were  Interviewed  on  both  occasions  provide  the  data  in  "Strangers 
Into  Customers." 

In  addition  to  consumer  interviews,  two  waves  of  interviews 
were  conducted  at  the  retail  level,  covering  every  food  store  and 
drug  store  in  the  market, 

Dr.  Coffin  said  that  "Strangers  Into  Customers"  produced  a 
wealth  of  data,  even  more  extensive  than  expected,  and  that  within 
the  course  of  the  next  year  many  results  not  yet  fully  analyzed  will 
be  released. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  the  findings  of  "Strangers  Into 
Customers"  reach  far  beyond  the  confines  of  a  Midwestern  market.

To  break  up  the  romance,  after  escaping  from  her  home, 
he  returns,  disguised  as  a  visiting  general.  Nadina ’s  politically 
ambitious  father  Ladislaus  Laudek  (Akim  Tamiroff)  bootlicks  the 
visiting  "general"  until  the  arrival  of  the  real  general,  Bumerli  is 
placed  on  trial,  much  to  Nadina *s  dismay,  and  is  sentenced  to  be  shot. 
A  fortuitous  turn  in  the  fortunes  of  war  provides  a  happier  ending  to 
the  tale  for  both  Bumerli  and  the  lovely  Nadina. 

Rise  Stevens,  once  described  by  columnist  Jack  O’Brian  as 
"the  Marilyn  Monroe  of  the  Met, "  successfully  combines  one  of  the 
Metropolitan  Opera’s  finest  soprano  voices  with  a  comely  appearance. 
Her  successes  in  the  field  of  concert  singing,  recordings,  motion 
pictures  and  television  have  made  her  name  one  of  the  best  known  in 
the  field  of  classical  music  for  the  general  public.  In  the  title 
role  of  the  opera  "Carmen,"  her  passionate,  lusty  portrayal  of  the 
cigarette  girl  brought  her  marked  critical  acclaim  for  her  acting  as 
well  as  her  vocal  accomplishments.

Collins  came  to  New  York  in  1950  for  a  guest  appearance  on 
Robert  Q,  Lewis'  "ABC's  of  Music"  and  as  a  result  was  signed  by  Station 
WNEW,  There  he  was  heard  on  such  shows  as  "Collins  on  a  Cloud,"  "The 
Purple  Grotto"  and  "Collins  on  the  Moon," 

Last  December,  with  the  help  of  three  armed  guards  and  an 
armored  truck,  Jazzbo  moved  his  1,500  records  and  two  of  his  pets, 

Clyde  the  Crow  and  Harrison  the  Owl,  to  NBC's  flagship  station,  WRCA,

Since  then  he  has  been  heard  on  the  popular  weekday  program,  "The  A1 
Collins  Show,"  and  "Roadshow." 

A1  has  been  collecting  records  since  the  day  he  began  his 
radio  career.  He  refuses  to  quote  the  value  of  the  collection,  stating 
only  that  it's  "priceless"  and  that  many  of  his  records  are  now 
collectors'  items.  He  adds  approximately  50  new  records  each  week  and 
periodically  weeds  out  the  ones  he  doesn't  want  to  keep, 

Collins  personally  selects  all  of  the  music  for  his  shows 
and  estimates  that  he  listens  to  approximately  250  records  a  week. 

"For  every  hour  of  air  time,"  he  says,  "I  listen  to  an  average  of  two 
hours  of  music," 

A1  was  married  last  Fall  to  the  former  Shirley  Hoskins,  They 
live  in  a  Greenwich  Village  cottage  --  "A  real,  honest-to-goodness 
house,"  says  Collins  —  albeit  a  somewhat  unusual  one  in  that  it  is 

two  stories  high  and  has  two  rooms.  A  third  occupant  of  the  Collins 

abode  is  a  basset  hound  puppy  named  Chauncey,  a  distant  cousin  of  the 
more  famous  Morgan, 

Jazzbo's  interests,  in  addition  to  music,  include  three- 
dimensional  photography  and  sports  cars.  He  drives  a  German  Porsche 
which  he  calls  Max.  Instead  of  the  conventional  type  of  radiator  cap,

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BEN  PARK  IS  APPOINTED  NBC  DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 


Appointment  of  Ben  Park  as  NBC  Director  of  Public  Affairs 
effective  June  1  was  announced  today  by  Davidson  Taylor,  the  network's 
Vice  President  in  charge  of  Public  Affairs, 

Mr.  Park,  who  has  won  nationwide  recognition  as  producer  of 
"Hawkins  Falls,"  "Out  on  the  Farm"  and  many  prize -winning  TV  and  radio 
documentary  shows,  is  at  present  NBC-TV  network  program  manager  in 
Chicago.  In  his  new  post  he  will  report  to  Mr,  Taylor, 

Mr,  Park  Joined  NBC  in  February,  1950,  as  a  member  of  the 
Chicago  production  staff.  His  first  assignment  was  "Saturday  Square," 
an  hour-long  radio  dramatic  series.  His  initial  excursion  into  tele¬ 
vision  was  as  editorial  supervisor  of  "Portrait  of  America,"  in  which 
NBC  cameras  moved  into  the  homes  of  all  kinds  of  Chicago  families. 

His  recent  work  for  NBC-TV  in  Chicago  has  included  production  of  "Those 
Endearing  Young  Charms,"  "The  Eddy  Arnold  Show"  and  "The  Bunch,"  a 
daytime  variety  show,  in  addition  to  "Hawkins  Falls,"  the  network's 
longest-running  daytime  TV  program,  and  "Out  on  the  Farm,"  its  first 
regular  agricultural  TV  series. 

It  was  while  he  attended  University  of  V/isconsin,  where 
he  became  production  manager  of  the  University  station,  that  Mr.  Park's 
broadcasting  career  began.  During  World  War  II  he  served  with  the 
Armed  Forces  Radio  and,  after  being  discharged,  joined  CBS  in  Chicago 
as  a  staff  producer.

GRAND  DESIGN  FOR  TV:  MAKE  THE  AVERAGE  MAN  THE  UNCOMMON  MAN; 
THAT’S  GOAL  OP  SYLVESTER  L.  WEAVER  JR,,  PRESIDENT  OP  NBC 

•Enlightenment  Through  Exposure’  Campaign  Is  Aimed  at  Bringing 
More  Worthwhile  Programs  to  Greater  Numbers  of  Viewers 


"The  grand  design  for  television  ...  is  to  make  the 
average  man  the  uncommon  man,”  says  Sylvester  L.  Weaver  Jr,, 

President  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  In  keeping  with  this 
design,  Mr,  Weaver  has  recently  placed  heavy  stress  on  his  campaign 
of  "enlightenment  through  exposure,"  an  effort  to  bring  more 
worthwhile  programs  to  greater  numbers  of  viewers. 

A  few  months  ago,  Mr,  Weaver  renewed  and  refreshed  the 
campaign  in  a  letter  to  all  NBC  producers  and  directors.  "It  is  not 
enough  that  the  American  people  be  superbly  entertained,"  he  wrote. 
"They  must  be  kept  informed.  It  is  your  job  and  nobody  else’s," 

Since  then  the  campaign  has  shown  added  vigor  in  the  monthly 
"responsibility  reports,"  which  outline  all  contributions  to 
enlightenment , 

The  results  have  been  achieved  through  two  methods,  the 
first  of  which  is  to  make  entertainment  more  enlightening.  "Inside  a 
very  popular  show,  one  can  hear  an  operatic  aria  or  see  a  ballet," 

Mr,  Weaver  says,  "and  perhaps  slowly  begin  to  discern  why  these  forms 
are  so  rewarding  and  powerful  to  those  who  already  have  developed  an

Interest  in  them.”  The  second  method  is  to  make  enlightenment  more 
entertaining,  to  spice  culture  and  Information  with  a  dash  of 
showmanship,  "We  do  not  happen  to  believe,"  Mr.  Weaver  says,  "that 
the  areas  of  fact,  opinion,  culture  and  science  are  doomed  to  be  dull 
in  presentation," 

The  first  method  is  ably  demonstrated  by  the  NBC  "magazine" 
shows,  "Today,"  "Home"  and  "Tonight,"  which  have  frequently  absorbed 
double  and  even  triple  doses  of  enlightenment  in  a  single  show.  One 
"Today"  program,  for  example,  included  an  interview  with  William 
Faulkner,  a  documentary  on  Formosa  and  a  discussion  by  Senator  Wayne 
Morse.  Again,  on  a  recent  "Home"  show,  viewers  could  see  an 
interpretive  dance  by  Angna  Enters,  a  film  visit  to  a  home  in  Kenya 
and  a  color  segment  on  the  paintings  of  Dong  Kingman.  Similarly,  a 
single  "Tonight"  show  included  a  performance  by  ballerina  Maria 
Tallchief,  a  selection  by  a  Chinese  choir,  and  a  recitation  by  actor 
John  Carradine.  "Not  that  we  attempt  to  draw  a  line  between  the 
here-and-now  and  the  highbrow,"  Mr,  Weaver  said  in  a  recent  discussion 
of  the  "Home"  show.  "Who  can  tell  when  interior  decorating,  let’s 
say,  is  a  craft  and  when  it  becomes  high  art?  On  a  visit  to  a 
foreign  home,  where  do  household  hints  leave  off  and  where  does 
culture  take  over?" 

This  same  wide  range  of  interests  is  seen  on  the  NBC 
Spectaculars.  As  Mr,  Weaver  has  explained:  "The  Spectaculars  are 
sturdy  vehicles  of  enlightenment.  This  kind  of  free,  adaptable 
format  allows  us  to  range  across  the  whole  sweep  of  great  enter¬ 
tainment."  Whole  90-minute  color  shows  have  been  given  over  to  such 
productions  as  "Yellow  Jack,"  "Peter  Pan,"  and  "Darkness  at  Noon," 

(more) 
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Others  have  Included  a  dramatic  vignette  by  Robert  E.  Sherwood,  verse 
by  Carl  Sandburg  and  a  whole  series  of  ballet  and  opera  segments* 

The  effectiveness  of  the  Spectaculars  was  pointed  up  by 
columnist  Anthony  La  Camera,  who  wrote  in  the  Boston  American;  "If 
Mr.  Weaver  needs  a  practical  example  for  demonstrating  Operation 
Enlightenment  he  need  go  no  farther  than  point  to  the  brilliant 
•Producers*  Showcase*  presentation  of  *Darkness  at  Noon’." 

Some  of  the  older  entertainment  formats  carry  enlightenment 
as  readily  as  the  newer  ones.  Among  the  workhorses  of  the  campaign 
are  the  dramatic  shows,  Here  enlightenment  may  take  the  form  of  sheer 
literary  quality,  as  in  such  plays  as  "A  Bell  for  Adano"  on  "Lux 
Video  Theatre,"  "David  Copperfleld"  on 'Robert  Montgomei^y  Presents," 
"The  Emperor  Jones"  on  "Kraft  Television  Theatre."  Again,  it  may  take 
the  form  of  a  "problem"  play,  exposing  an  issue  and  suggesting  a 
solution.  Recent  presentations  on  "Big  Story,"  "Big  Town,"  and 
"Justice,"  have  dealt  with  such  problems  as  education  needs, 
inadequate  housing  and  Juvenile  delinquency.  "Many  scripts  have  been 
chosen  not  only  for  dramatic  interest,"  Mr,  Weaver  says,  "but  for  what 
they  could  tell  viewers  of  the  behavior  of  human  beings  under  today's 
tensions  and  in  perplexing  situations." 

Enlightenment  has  cropped  up 'in  some  unexpected  places. 

Two  emcees  who  have  proved  to  be  enthusiastic  and  ingenious  purveyors 
of  information,  within  the  limits  of  their  formats,  are  Groucho  Marx 
and  Ralph  Edv/ards.  On  one  of  his  "You  Bet  Your  Life"  shows,  Groucho 
interviewed  Aly  Wassil,  former  Consul  of  Pakistan,  who  spoke  at  length 
on  his  country,  and  on  the  problems  of  interpreting  one  people  to 
another.  Ralph  Edwards,  who  recently  presented  General  Mark  Clark  on 
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"This  Is  Your  Life,"  has  been  commended  by  Jack  Gould  of  the  New  York 
Times  for  coming  up  "periodically  with  television  of  genuine  human 
interest,"  This  kind  of  presentation  may  be  less  impressive  than  a 
full  take-out  on  a  program  like  "Background,"  but  it  gets  to  the 
heart  of  the  enlightenment  objectives.  As  Mr.  Weaver  has  pointed 
out:  "The  chance  to  enlighten,  illuminate,  inform  the  maximum 

number  of  people  exists  in  the  shows  of  the  schedule  that  reach  all 
families  and  all  members  of  all  families." 

Thus  any  NBC  show  can,  and  should,  appear  in  the 
responsibility  reports.  Recent  issues  of  the  report  have  shown  an 
ever-lengthening  list  of  programs.  The  "Buick-Berle  Show"  appeared 
with  a  selection  from  "The  Barber  of  Seville,"  sung  by  Robert  Merrill. 
"Juvenile  Jury"  featured  a  performance  by  Reena  Fruchter,  an  eight - 
year-old  concert  pianist.  A  program  in  "The  World  of  Mr.  Sweeney" 
series  was  devoted  to  an  interpretation  of  Lincoln's  Gettysburg 
Address.  The  children's  program  "Funny  Boners"  contained  a  tribute 
to  George  Washington.  A  guest  on  the  "Tennessee  Ernie  Ford  Show" 
discussed  his  profession  --  the  making  of  stained  glass.  The  "Paul 
Winche 11 -Jerry  Mahoney  Show"  presented  one  of  its  illustrated  songs 
for  children:  "How  Does  Electricity  Get  Into  the  Things  We  Use?" 

"Coke  Time  Starring  Eddie  Fisher,"  featured  the  Tuskegee  Institute 
Choir.  "The  campaign,"  says  Mr.  Weaver,  "has  had  remarkable  range." 

As  the  entertainment  shows  became  more  enlightening,  the 
effort  continued  to  make  the  enlightenment  programs  more  entertaining. 
No  one  was  more  successful  in  this  regard  than  Robert  Wald,  producer 
of  "American  Inventory,"  who  sv;itched  format  from  documentary  to 
straight  drama  in  the  middle  of  the  season.  In  recent  productions, 
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he  has  built  dramatic  structures  around  such  questions  as  investment 
plans,  highway  safety  and  the  economics  of  writing  and  publishing, 

Mr,  Wald  is  trying  to  reach  the  viewers  who  want  above  all  to  be 
entertained,  "Our  hope,"  he  says,  "is  to  bring  them  entertainment, 
but  entertainment  with  educational  implications.  We  are  not 
interested  in  reaching  Just  the  intellectually  curious." 

Similar  in  concept  is  the  "Medic"  show,  which  has  drama¬ 
tized  case  histories  of  leukemia,  plastic  surgery,  polio,  alcoholism, 
heart  ailment,  mental  illness  and  others.  The  program  is  counseled 
in  medical  matters  by  the  Los  Angeles  County  Medical  Association, 

Dr.  J.  Philip  Sampson,  President  of  the  Association,  has  hailed  it 
as  "a  new  concept  in  television  drama,  which  for  the  first  time  blends 
a  dramatic  presentation  with  a  faithful  reproduction  of  medical 
techniques."  On  "Medic,"  he  says,  "television  informs  while  it 
entertains , " 

A  bold  attempt  to  blend  showmanship  with  education  is 
"Princeton  '55,"  which  opened  on  the  NBC -TV  network  early  this  year. 
Stephen  Krantz,  producer  of  the  show,  says  he  approached  the 
experiment  with  "an  open  mind  and  an  open  camera."  With  the  help  of 
the  Princeton  faculty,  the  program  has  looked  deeply  into  such  subjects 
as  Communism,  the  weather,  classic  drama,  the  enjoyment  of  poetry, 
and  the  politics  of  the  Near  East.  "We  believe  this  program  can  be 
popular  and  interesting  and  still  maintain  the  integrity  of 
university  teaching,"  Mr,  Krantz  says*  "We  do  not  use  gimmicks  for 
gimmicks'  sake,  but  we  do  use  TV  techniques  when  they  help  to 
heighten  the  impact  of  a  program." 
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All  such  attempts  to  add  zest  to  informational  and 
cultural  fare  owe  much  to  the  work  on  shows  like  "Background," 
"Conversation,"  "March  of  Medicine,"  "Frontiers  of  Faith";  to 
telementaries  like  "Three -Two-One -Zero"  and  "Victory  at  Sea,"  and  to 
the  NBC  Opera  Theatre.  The  opera  series,  which  recently  completed 
its  sixth  season  with  Gian  Carlo  Menotti's  "The  Saint  of  Bleecker 
Street,"  has  swept  away  many  of  the  bugbears  of  traditional  grand 
opera.  NBC  operas  are  presented  in  English,  with  fine  staging  and 
with  performers  who  can  not  only  sing  their  parts  but  look  and  act 
them  as  well.  In  the  words  of  producer  Samuel  Chotzlnoff,  "the  aim  of 
the  NBC  Opera  Theatre  is  to  take  the  'grand'  out  of  opera." 

A  major  part  of  the  enlightenment  effort  is  channeled  into 
children's  shows.  For  the  past  few  months,  such  popular  programs 
as  the  "Pinky  Lee  Show,"  "Howdy  Doody,"  and  the  "Paul  Winchell-Jerry 
Mahoney  Show,"  have  been  serving  up  helpings  of  good  music,  elementary 
science,  history  and  current  events.  Reviewing  the  new  look  on 
these  programs,  Harriet  Van  Horne,  of  the  New  York  World -Telegram  and 
Sun,  wrote  that  "something  strange,  new  and  wonderful  is  happening  in 
television."  She  described  the  enlightenment  campaign  as  a  "slow, 
subtle  program  of  uplift."  Work  also  continued  on  the  complementary 
effort  to  inject  popular  appeal  into  the  children's  educational 
programs.  Proof  that  these  can  be  lively  and  entertaining  lies  in 
such  shows  as  "Mr.  Wizard,"  "Zoo  Parade,"  and  "Youth  Wants  to  Know." 

One  of  the  most  successful  efforts  of  the  kind  is  "Ding 
Dong  School,"  which  is  aimed  at  the  very  youngest  viewers  and  is 
described  by  Variety  as  "the  use  of  the  tele -screen  as  an  animated 
picture  book."  Dr.  Prances  Horwich,  who  conducts  the  school,  teaches 
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sketching,  finger-painting,  paper-cutting,  block-building,  and  other 
skills.  As  one  of  the  nation’s  leading  authorities  in  primary 
education  and  in  children’s  television.  Dr.  Horwich  credits  even  the 
youngest  viewers  with  a  sense  of  discrimination.  "I  love  the  way  two 
and  three -year-olds  sometimes  will  walk  away  from  a  program  they  Just 
don’t  like,"  she  says. 

Dr.  Horwich  was  recently  named  Supervisor  of  Children's 
Programs  for  NBC  and  a  member  of  network’s  new  Children’s  Program 
Review  Committee,  whose  other  members  are  Mrs.  Douglas  Horton, 
former  President  of  Wellesley  College  and  war-time  director  of  the 
WAVES;  and  Dr.  Robert  P.  Goldenson,  a  psychologist  and  expert  on 
family  relations.  To  take  over  her  new  duties.  Dr.  Horwich  is  moving, 
along  with  her  program,  from  Chicago  to  the  NBC  headquarters  in  New 
York.  Her  objectives  in  this  new  post,  she  has  explained,  will  be 
not  only  to  maintain  the  current  interests  of  her  young  viewers  but 
to  open  new  ones  and  to  teach  children  not  Just  to  spend  time  but  to 
use  it  resourcefully. 

As  the  enlightenment  campaign  has  gathered  momentum,  it 
has  attracted  a  good  deal  of  comment.  John  Crosby,  writing  in  the 
New  York  Herald  Tribune’s  new  TV  and  Radio  Magazine,  observed  that 
"Weaver  is  putting  pressure  on  all  the  creative  people  —  writers, 
directors,  performers  —  to  slip  a  little  culture  into  commercial 
shows."  The  Klpllnger  magazine,  "Changing  Times,"  discussed  Mr. 
Weaver's  enlightenment  in  an  article  titled  "New  Kind  of  TV  Show." 
"Having  obtained  variety,  flexibility  and  originality  in  NBC’s 
programs,"  the  article  said,  "he  is  now  striving  for  the  cultural 
enrichment  of  his  audience . " 
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Marya  Marines,  writing  in  The  Reporter,  commented  that  "more 
and  more  shows  in  ‘prime  time*  —  the  peak  viewing  hours  of  7:30  to 
10:30  p.m.  --  are  expected  to  measure  up  in  some  way  to  this  new 
concept  of  responsibility,  whether  it  is  in  fresh  and  literate 
dramatic  scripts  (and  these  are  on  the  increase)  or  in  variety 
entertainment  shows  that  bring  to  vast  numbers  of  people  an 
excellence  of  performance,  whether  in  song  or  dance  or  humor,  which 
they  would  never  otherwise  experience.  This  is  what  the  exposure  is: 
That  people  in  search  of  entertainment  and  escape  are  given  something 
more  than  these  even  if  they  do  not  ask  for  it  and  are  not  aware  of 
it." 

Some  of  NBC’s  enlightenment  plans  for  the  future  were 
outlined  in  a  recent  address  by  Mr.  Weaver  before  the  Chicago 
Executives  Club.  A  new  project  is  underway,  he  said,  to  develop  new 
musical  performers  and  such  new  material  as  symphonies,  operas  and 
concertos,  NBC  has  asked  Rodgers  and  Hammersteln  in  this  country  and 
Sir  William  Walton  and  Benjamin  Britten  in  England  to  write  original 
operas  for  television.  Next  Fall,  NBC  Opera  Theatre  will  present 
the  premiere  performance  of  the  specially-commissioned  opera, 
"Griffelkin, "  by  the  American  composer  Lukas  Foss, 

An  active  search  is  also  going  on  in  the  fields  of  drama 
and  Information.  "We  are  working  with  Broadway  producers  in  the 
casting  of  their  plays  with  the  eventual  hope  of  building  fresh  talent 
for  future  television  roles,"  Mr,  Weaver  said,  "Sol  Hurok  is  in 
Europe  and  Max  Liebman  Just  came  back,  as  we  case  the  European  talent 
market  to  see  what  we  can  find  there  to  refresh  our  schedule,"  To 
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its  three  series  of  Spectaculars,  the  network  is  adding  a  fourth  -- 
the  plays  of  Shakespeare,  Shaw  and  other  great  dramatists,  to  be 
presented  by  Maurice  Evans.  Three  new  telementaries  are  being 
prepared,  one  on  Russia,  another  on  India  and  a  third  envisioning 
the  future, 

•  "Our  policy  of  enlightenment  through  exposure,"  Mr.  Weaver 
said,  "is  a  plan  to  make  all  our  programs  serve  a  purpose  beyond 
entertainment  and  to  increase  the  information  content  and  the 
artistic  quality  of  all  shows,  whenever  possible,  within  the  formulas 
of  the  hit  shows  .  ,  .  Our  approach  is  not  that  of  merchants  of 
escape.  We  are  not  dream  purveyors  to  the  American  public,  but 
communicators  of  the  whole  range  and  diversity  of  showbusiness  and  of 
life . "

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SPONSORSHIP  OP  NBC  SPECTACULARS  OFFERS  ‘SELLING  IN  A  NEW  ERA,’ 

NBC  PRESIDENT  WEAVER  TELLS  ADVERTISING  CLUB  OF  NEW  JERSEY 

Advertisers  who  evaluate  Spectaculars  in  terms  of  cost-per- 
thousand  have  missed  the  point  completely,  Sylvester  L.  Weaver  Jr., 
President  of  the  National  Broadcasting  Company,  told  the  Advertising 
Club  of  New  Jersey  yesterday  (May  24). 

"You  can  buy  cost-per-thousand  for  very  little  in  some 
shows,  or  in  radio,  or  three -sheets,  or  skywriting,"  Mr,  Weaver  told 
his  audience  at  a  luncheon  meeting  in  the  Robert  Treat  Hotel,  Newark, 
"but  the  Spectaculars  were  created  for  far  different  purposes  and 
goals, " 

Speaking  of  Spectaculars  as  part  of  what  he  termed  "selling 
in  a  new  era,"  he  said  they  have  been  highly  successful  both  from  the 
standpoint  of  audience  and  sales,  Best  proof  of  this,  he  pointed 
out,  was  that  four  out  of  this  season's  five  regular  sponsors  of 
Spectaculars  have  renewed  their  contracts  for  the  coming  Pall. 

To  Illustrate  Mr.  Weaver's  points  regarding  new  selling 
techniques,  the  audience  viewed  a  live  closed-circuit  demonstration 
in  color  relayed  to  the  meeting  from  NBC's  Colonial  Theatre  in  New 
York,  Featured  on  the  program  was  Matthew  J.  Culligan,  national 
television  sales  manager,  who  discussed  electronic  sales  techniques, 

(more) 
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including  the  closed-circuit  itself,  as  used  by  the  network,  and  as 
they  could  be  used  on  behalf  of  the  network’s  clients.  Products  of 
various  New  Jersey  national  advertisers  were  displayed  on  the  program 
to  show  the  effectiveness  of  color  television  as  a  selling  mediuiu. 

Spectaculars  were  bought  by  different  advertisers  for 
different  purposes,  Mr.  Weaver  said,  to  meet  particular  marketing 
needs,  ’’One  advertiser  might  have  wanted  the  power  to  cause  talk  in 
millions  of  the  nation’s  homes,  excitement  to  make  them  think  of 
products  above  all  the  other  things  consumers  have  to  worry  about; 
another  might  have  needed  the  value  of  prestige  with  leadership, 
opinion-forming  groups,  by  doing  a  job  better  than  expected  of  them 
in  the  commercial  world;  a  third  might  have  v/anted  to  galvanize  his 
dealer  organizations  with  Spectacular  merchandising  that  underlined 
his  entire  advertising  program  with  vivid  flashes  of  color.  But 
whatever  the  particular  needs,  they  all  wanted  results." 

Mr,  Weaver  reported  that  the  average  Nielsen  rating  for 
Spectaculars  was  4l,6,  with  12  of  the  23  already  telecast  finding  a 
place  in  Nielsen’s  top  ten  roster.  One  of  them,  "Peter  Pan," 
attracted  67,000,000  viewers,  largest  single -network  audience  in 
history,  he  added. 

Spectaculars  have  been  equally  successful  in  sales  power, 

Mr.  Weaver  stated.  As  an  example,  he  reported  that  Sunbeam  sold 
1,000,000  electric  fry  pans  at  $25  each,  due  almost  entirely  to 
advertising  on  Spectaculars,  "And  when  Oldsmobile  presented  ’Babes  in 
Toyland, ‘  the  avalanche  of  mail  from  viewers  read  like  love  letters  — 
from  people  with  whom  Oldsmobile  were  sure  they  could  do  business." 
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Looking  ahead  into  the  new  selling  era  of  which  he  said 
Spectaculars  were  part,  he  listed  three  factors  which  he  declared  were 
of  the  utmost  Importance  In  the  manufacturing  and  marketing  picture: 

1.  The  Incentive  System  --  Ever  higher  standards  of 
living  and  Increase  In  leisure  time  for  all 
Americans, 

2.  The  Distribution  System  --  Further  growth  of  the 
self-service  element,  with  the  attendant  rise  In 
the  need  for  pre-selling  the  consumer. 

3.  The  Production  System  --  The  development  of 
automation,  calling  for  a  new  concept  of 
production  which  would  do  away  with  seasonal 
cycles, 

"These  three  concepts  ,  ,  ,  which  will  characterize  the 
new  era  of  Selling  Frontiers  have  this  In  common:  they  call  for  new 
concepts  In  selling,  and  they  demand  a  medium  which  Itself  Is  as 
dynamic  as  the  new  era  promises  to  be,"  Mr.  Weaver  said,  "That 
medium  Is  television,"

NBC  NEWSMAN  MORGAN  BEATTY,  WINNER  OP  MANY  AWARDS, 

TO  SERVE  AS  A  COMMUNICATOR  ON  ‘MONITOR' 

Morgan  Beatty,  crack  NBC  newsman,  has  joined  the  list  of 
communicators  who  will  preside  over  four-hour  segments  of  entertain¬ 
ment  and  information  on  MONITOR,  the  network's  new  weekend  radio 
service  which  will  be  introduced  with  a  one-hour  simulcast  on  Sunday, 
June  12  (4-5  p,m,,  EDT) ,  On  weekends  thereafter,  "Monitor"  will  be 
heard  from  8  a,m,  Saturday  until  Sunday  midnight,  EDT, 

Beatty,  whose  week-night  "News  of  the  World"  program  is 
the  highest-rated  multi-weekly  news  show  on  radio,  has  won  numerous 
awards  during  his  notable  broadcasting  career.  Among  them  are  the 
1950  Alfred  DuPont  Award  and  the  Headliners  Award  for  "outstanding 
assigned  radio  reporting"  in  1948  when  he  supervised  NBC's  coverage 
of  the  Texas  City  explosion, 

Beatty's  on-the-spot  exploits  have  won  him  a  wide-spread 
reputation  as  "America's  No,  1  Disaster  Reporter,"  He  began  earning 
this  reputation  when  he  covered  the  Mississippi  flood,  risking  life 
and  limb  to  get  his  story. 

Born  in  Little  Rock,  Ark,,  on  Sept,  6,  1902,  Beatty  became 
a  reporter  for  a  local  newspaper  while  still  in  high  school.  He 
later  attended  Centre  College  in  Danville,  Ky,,  and  Washington 
University  in  St,  Louis  before  joining  the  Associated  Press  in  1927. 
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A  year  later  Beatty  transferred  to  New  York  for  AP  and  served  there 
for  l4  years  in  various  editorial  capacities.  At  the  outset  of  World 
War  II  he  became  military  analyst  for  AP  newsf eatures . 

Beatty  joined  NBC  as  a  military  analyst  in  December  of  19^1, 
radio  reporting  from  Washington.  In  1942  he  went  to  London  as  a  war 
correspondent,  returning  in  1943  to  serve  as  Washington  correspondent 
for  "News  of  the  World,"  On  Sept,  22,  1946,  he  became  editor-in-chief 
and  commentator  on  the  highly  popular  NBC  news  show  and  has  continued 
in  the  role  ever  since, 

Beatty  lives  in  Burnt  Mills,  Md,,  near  Washington,  with  his 
wife  and  two  sons.  His  hobby  is  gardening,  and  he  is  proud  of  the 
lovely  camelias  he  produces.  Professionally,  Beatty  is  proudest  of 
the  beat  he  scored  in  May  of  1945,  when  he  revealed  exclusively  over 
NBC  Radio  that  Heinrich  Himmler  had  made  an  offer  of  German  surrender

Emphasizes  Importance  of  Network  Control  of  Programming 
In  Building  an  Even  Stronger  Medium 

Three -hour  Spectaculars,  world-wide  live  coverage  of  news 
in  depth,  a  heavy  schedule  of  special  programming  in  entertainment, 
the  arts  and  public  affairs,  and  fluid  time  allocations  for  creative 
talent  comprise  the  pattern  of  the  future  in  television  under  strong, 
prosperous  networks,  Sylvester  L.  Weaver  Jr.,  President  of  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company,  said  today  (May  26), 

In  an  address  at  the  convention  of  the  National  Association 
of  Radio  and  Television  Broadcasters  in  Washington,  Mr,  Weaver 
emphasized  the  importance  of  network  control  of  programming  in 
building  an  ever  stronger  medium. 

"To  me,"  said  Mr.  Weaver,  "a  network  is  its  programming. 

For  the  programming  sets  the  commercial  policies,  the  circulation 
policies  of  a  network. .. Programming  also  sets  the  network's  public 
policies,  its  responsibility  for  influencing  the  minds  of  its 
viewers  by  its  output," 

Television  attained  its  present  level,  he  said,  by  breaking 
away  from  the  old  pattern  of  radio,  where  control  of  individual

programs  rested  largely  with  the  advertising  agencies.  Television 
required  more  than  could  be  gotten  by  conventional  programming,  he 
said,  and  the  development  of  special  "one-shots,"  irregularly- 
scheduled  Spectaculars,  the  rotating-star  formula  and  other 
innovations  were  made  possible  by  network  control  of  programming. 

"The  future  of  television,"  he  continued,  "will  see  a  great 
deal  m.ore  of  the  Spectacular,  the  one-shot.  But  television  will  still 
have  all  forms...  We  want  them  all.  Television  is  a  capacious 
instipument.  It  is  an  instrument  of  communications.  It  is  an 
instrument  that  takes  you  any  place  you  want  to  go.  So  the  forms  we 
can  provide  are  literally  limitless," 

Mr,  Weaver  linked  programming  with  sales  as  parallel 
structures  in  television.  "We  are  communicators,  like  newspapers  and 
radio  at  its  best,"  he  said,  "For  advertising  support,  we  must  provide 
useful  television  selling  to  every  national  advertiser.  For 
circulation  vitality,  we  must  provide  programs  of  sufficiently  varied 
interest  to  reach  every  home  and  every  person  in  that  home  over  our 
schedule.  We  must  gamble  on  shows,  on  talent,  on  projects;  and  we 
will  lose  in  doing  this  all  too  often.  But  only  a  great  network  can 
afford  the  risk,  and  that  is  essentially  why  the  great  network  service 
is  so  Important  to  this  country." 

Looking  ahead,  Mr.  Weaver  saw  increasing  emphasis  on 
Integrated  programming  and  on  giving  program  creators  freedom  from 
arbitrary  time  restrictions. 

"We  will  find  the  vignette  principle  of  writing  and 
production  in  full  flower,"  he  emphasized.  "The  vignette  might  be  20 
minutes,  or  20  seconds  or  two  hours...  This  has  always  been  the  form

of  the  future  for  some  of  us." 

"In  a  future  TV  week,"  Mr.  V/eaver  said,  "we  might  have  six 
or  seven  hours  of  special  programming.  First,  a  three -hour,  all¬ 
evening  entertainment  Spectacular,  Then  a  one -hour  telementary. 
Telementaries  give  background  and  orientation  on  a  subject  like  Pete 
Salomon's  ' Three -Two -One -Zero '  on  the  hydrogen  bomb  or  his  forth¬ 
coming  'Nightmare  in  Red'  on  Russia  or  our  'India'  or  'Tomorrow' 
telementaries.  These  are  great  lasting  productions  taking  as  much 
as  a  year  to  prepare  and  execute.  Then  we'll  have  one  news -in- 
perspective  show.,,a  relevant  Important  subject  made  into  a  special 
major  report  to  the  people,  and  done  in  time  to  be  hot.  This  would 
marry  our  'Background'  and  'Comment'  shows  with  Ed  Murrow's  'See  It 
Now, '  but  with  less  feature -story  feeling  and  more  miracle -type 
coverage . " 

This  type  of  programming,  Mr.  Weaver  said,  would  require  a 
great  increase  in  the  amount  of  creative  talent  required  by  tele¬ 
vision.  But  he  said  that  NBC's  talent  development  program,  and 
similar  planning  by  other  networks  would  meet  the  talent  demands  of 
the  future.

Humphrey  Bogart,  Henry  Fonda  and  Lauren  Bacall  and  their 
supporting  cast  will  don  costumes  and  make-up  tomorrow  (May  27)  to 
start  three  full  days  of  "dress"  rehearsal  on  the  completed  sets  of 
"The  Petrified  Forest,"  in  which  the  trio  will  star  on  PRODUCERS’ 
SHOWCASE  Monday,  May  30  (NBC-TV,  8-9:30  p.m.,  EDT).  The  show  will  be 
telecast  in  color  and  in  black  and  white  from  NBC  Color  City,  Burbank, 


Calif. 


For  Bogart  and  Miss  Bacall,  who  are  Mr.  and  Mrs,  in  private 
life,  "The  Petrified  Forest"  marks  their  dramatic  TV  debut.  It  was 
this  play  that  brought  Bogart  his  greatest  acclaim  as  a  stage  actor 
on  Broadway  in  1935*  A  year  later,  he  catapulted  to  stardom  in  the 
film  version,  with  the  late  Leslie  Howard  and  Bette  Davis, 

"I've  turned  down  straight  drama  offers  ever  since  TV  began," 
said  Bogart  in  a  recent  interview,  "I’m  only  doing  it  this  once 
because  I  happen  to  like  the  play  --  it  was  lucky  for  me  --  and  it 
gives  me  a  chance  to  work  with  my  wife." 

Born  in  New  York  City  on  Christmas  Day,  1900,  of  an  artist 
mother  and  a  surgeon  father,  Bogart  showed  little  interest  in  following 
either  pai’ent’s  profession  while  a  student  at  Phillips  Andover  Academy, 
Bogart  joined  the  Navy  and,  after  discharge  from  the  service  following

got  a  Job  with  the  firm,  Bogart’s  career  in  showbusiness  thus  was 
launched.  He  was  successively  handy  man,  assistant  stage  manager, 
casting  director  and  production  manager,  Bogart  wasn’t  happy  until 
he  turned  actor,  playing  his  first  real  Juvenile  role  in  a  play  titled 
"Swifty,"  and  earning  the  adjective  of  "inadequate"  from  one  critic 
for  his  efforts.  Undaunted,  Bogart  carried  on  until  a  good  part  came 
his  way  with  Mary  Boland  and  Clifton  Webb  in  "Meet  the  VJife,"  which 
employed  him  for  a  year.  Thereafter,  he  added  to  his  reputation  in 
"Cradle  Snatchers,"  "Saturday's  Children,"  "A  Most  Immoral  Lady," 

"It’s  A  Wise  Child"  and  ultimately  "The  Petrified  Forest," 

He  repeated  his  role  in  the  film  version  at  the  insistence 
of  Leslie  Howard,  Since  then,  he  has  been  one  of  the  screen's 
busiest  stars,  in  such  hits  as  "Black  Legion,"  "Kid  Galahad,"  "Dark 
Victory,"  "Virginia  City,"  "High  Sierra,"  "The  Maltese  Falcon," 
"Casablanca,"  "The  Treasure  of  Sierra  Madre,"  "Action  in  the  North 
Atlantic,"  "The  Enforcer,"  "The  African  Queen,"  "Sabrina,"  "The  Caine 
Mutiny"  and  the  forthcoming  "The  Left  Hand  of  God," 

Bogart  prefers  things  maritime  for  relaxation  --  fishing, 
swimming  and  yachting  on  the  Santana,  his  55-foot,  l6-ton  yawl.

appearance  together  (NBC -TV,  3^30  p*m.,  EDT) ,  NBC  Radio  will  broadcast 
the  program  at  6  p.m.,  EDT, 

The  two,  who  represent  the  widest  possible  latitude  of 
political  opinion,  will  discuss  "Who  Will  Win  in  ’56?"  Moderator 
Steve  McCormick  will  be  the  only  one  on  hand  to  temper  the  broadly 
veering  points  of  view. 

It  is  entirely  possible  that  the  Messrs,  Hall  and  Biitler 
will  contradict  each  other  in  tones  of  grave  politeness.  Should 
reason  give  way  to  anger,  though,  it  would  hardly  be  the  first  time 
on  this  oldest  of  all  broadcasting  discussion  programs. 

Producer  Granik  recalls  vividly  the  time  Justice  Sherman 
Minton,  then  Senator  from  Indiana,  hoisted  Michigan  Representative 
Clare  Hoffman  into  the  air,  threatening  to  throw  him  into  the 

(more) 
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audience.  And  then  there  was  the  time  the  late  General  Hugh  Johnson, 
then  N.R.A.  chief,  attempted  to  wallop  Senator  Claude  Pepper  with  the 
microphone. 

Ordinarily,  although  the  show  is  both  spirited  and  surpris¬ 
ing,  it  proceeds  in  more  dignified  fashion. 

Former  President  Harry  Truman  wrote  Granik  he  had  ’’admired 
continuously  your  efforts  to  bring  the  facts  about  important  public 
Issues  to  the  public,,, you  have  the  right  to  be  proud  of  putting  the 
principle  of  free  speech  into  action," 

The  program  has  also  been  dubbed  the  "unofficial  battleground 
of  Congress"  since  it  is  used,  from  time  to  time,  to  test  proposed 
legislation.  Trial  balloons  are  sent  up  by  administration  leaders 
through  forums  on  critical  issues, 

Granik  launched  "American  Forum"  in  1928  by  putting  an 
ardent  prohibitionist  and  an  equally  ardent  "wet"  before  the  mike  and 
letting  them  argue  it  out.  The  results  made  front-page  headlines 
across  the  nation  next  day  --  a  feat  the  show  has  accomplished  quite 
regularly  over  the  past  27  years. 

In  that  time  90  per  cent  of  the  members  of  Congress  have 
appeared  on  the  program,  including  the  then  senator  from  Missouri, 

Harry  S,  Truman,  A  former  Governor  of  New  York  named  Franklin  D, 
Roosevelt  was  also  a  participant.  Subjects  ranged  from  "Is  It  Wise 
to  Reduce  Our  Armed  Forces?"  to  "VJhat's  Wrong  VJith  College  Football?" 

The  27th  anniversary  of  the  show  will  be  observed  at  the 
Sheraton-Park  Hotel  in  Washington  on  June  5.  "Youth  Wants  to  Know,"

HENRY  MORGAN,  SATIRIST  EXTRAORDINARY,  GETS  THE  EXTRAORDINARY 
ASSIGNMENT  OP  REVIEWING  TELEVISION  FOR  NBC  RADIO'S  "MONITOR” 

By  any  yardstrick,  Henry  Morgan  qualifies  as  an  unusual  man. 
There  is  no  other  adjective,  really,  for  a  fellow  whose  experience 
Includes,  for  example,  dealing  v;ith  two  elderly  ladies  who  claimed 
they  could  play  "Stars  and  Stripes  Forever"  by  pounding  a  couple  of 
wet  wash-rags  on  fresh  cheesecake, 

Morgan,  whose  individual  and  incisive  sense  of  humor  never 
has  been  underestimated,  will  be  heard  in  a  rather  unique  capacity  on 
MONITOR,  the  new  NBC  Radio  service  which  will  be  Introduced  with  a 
one -hour  simulcast  on  Sunday,  June  12  (4-5  p.m,,  EDT), 

On  subsequent  weekends,  "Monitor"  will  be  heard  from  8  a.m, 
Saturday  until  Sunday  midnight,  EDT,  On  each  of  these  nights,  Morgan 
will  review  television.  That  is  to  say,  he  will  monitor  television 
for  "Monitor"  and  report  his  observations  to  radio  listeners. 

That  these  observations  should  prove  interesting  is  indicated 
by  the  fact  that  Morgan  has  been  referred  to  by  critics  as  "radio's 
enfant  terrible"  and  the  "satirist  for  the  ages." 

Born  Henry  Lerner  von  Ost,  Morgan  claims  that  he  was  born  of 
mixed  parentage  --  a  man  and  a  woman  --  on  the  day  before  All  Pools 
Day,  1915 >  in  New  York  City.  Although  his  childhood  is  shrouded  in 

(more) 
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such  secrecy  that  he  once  gave  a  magazine  Interviewer  imaginary 
biographical  information  about  himself,  it  is  known  that  Morgan's 
father  was  vice  president  of  a  bank. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Harrisburg  Academy  in  1931, 
he  was  hired  as  a  page  boy  at  a  New  York  radio  station.  In  less  than 
two  years  he  was  a  full-fledged  annoiancer  and,  at  l8,  one  of  the 
youngest  in  the  business. 

Staff  announcing  Jobs  followed  in  Philadelphia,  Duluth  and 
Boston,  He  was  fired  from  one  Job  for  including  the  name  of  the 
station  announcer  on  a  list  of  missing  persons  during  a  newscast, 
Morgan  returned  to  New  York  in  19^0,  A  local  program, 

"Here's  Morgan,"  launched  what  one  magazine  called  "a  Morgan  cult,,, 
an  astonishing  collection  of  people  ranging  from  professional  humorists 
and  show  people  --  James  Thurber,  Will  Guppy,  Fanny  Brice,  Olsen  and 
Johnson,  Herman  Shumlln  --  to  clergymen,  children,  taxi  drivers  and 
an  admiring  clique  in  an  insane  asylum," 

Another  called  Morgan's  shov/  "a  daily  dose  of  concentrated 
anarchy,"  consisting  of  outlandish  music,  original  weather  reports 
("Snow  --  followed  by  small  boys  on  sleds"),  and  "negative  advertising" 
playfully  deriding  the  sponsor's  product  ("leading  shoemakers  report 
that  they  scrape  more  of  Blank's  chewing  gum  off  soles  than  any  other 
brand" ) , 

Morgan's  civilian  radio  career  was  interrupted  by  a  hitch 

in  the  Air  Force,  after  which  he  resumed  his  New  York  program.  In 

the  Pall  of  1946  he  was  assigned  a  network  show  and  continued  to  win 

praise  as  one  of  the  sharpest  satirists  around.  Two  years  later  he 

was  called  to  Hollywood  to  make  a  film,  "This  is  New  York." 

(more) 
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The  following  year  he  had  a  Sunday  evening  radio  show  on  NBC 
which  was  constructed  along  the  same  lines  as  his  earlier  programs. 

The  sponsor  was  a  manufacturer  of  well-known  shaving  equipment. 

Morgan  read  its  slogan  as  "Push-pull,  click-click,  tinkle-tinkle  -- 
that’s  the  blade  falling  on  the  bathroom  floor." 

Morgan  the  private  citizen  lives  in  a  Manhattan  apartment 
Jammed  with  books,  all  of  which  he  has  read.  There  he  dreams  up 
script  ideas  and  situations,  and  works  at  being  a  very  funny  man.

An  unprecedented  live  dramatic  telecast  will  depict  the  role 
of  the  pathologist  on  the  modern  medical  care  "team"  in  a  MARCH  OP 
MEDICINE  program  on  NBC-TV  Tuesday,  June  7  (9:30-10  p,m,,  EDT) . 

As  an  estimated  15,000,000  viewers  across  the  nation  look  on, 
surgeons  from  Walter  Reed  Hospital  in  Washington,  D.C.,  will  perform

Coronet  Magazine  Article  Tells  of  Action,  Drama  and  Scoops 
As  Headliners  Pace  Byliners  on  NBC's  ’’Meet  the  Press" 

"Late  last  year  Anthony  Nutting,  chief  British  delegate  to 
the  UN,  greatly  reassured  America  --  and  caused  a  commotion  in  the 
House  of  Commons  --  by  stating  on  ’Meet  the  Press’  that  Britain  would 
be  ’involved'  if  Red  China  attacked  Formosa," 

"The  late  Senator  Taft  created  a  sensation,  one  quiet  Sunday, 
by  demanding  that  American  troops  be  withdrawn  from  Korea,,," 

",,, perhaps  the  biggest  splash  of  headlines  came  in  October, 
1950,  when  Governor  Thomas  E.  Dewey  took  himself  out  of  the  Presiden¬ 
tial  race  and  announced  Eisenhower  as  his  choice,"

Ross  tells  the  story  of  Spivak' s  tactics  in  tricking  the 
late  Senator  Bilbo  into  admitting  he  was  a  member  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan 
and  he  tells,  too,  how  the  program  started  Adlai  E,  Stevenson  onto  his 
bid  for  the  Presidency, 

And  he  concludes  by  telling  the  tale  of  a  reaction  that  both 
flatters  and  baffles  Spivak  --  Harry  S,  Truman's  reaction  when  he 
refers  to  his  appearance  on  "Meet  the  Press"  as  an  event  that  got  him 
"into  more  trouble  than  any  other  man  has  ever  gotten  into  in  the 
history  of  the  world."  All  of  which  is  very  interesting  --  because 
Truman  has  never  appeared  on  the  program.
